He further advised 
as follows: 


Approximately ten years ago he was a business partner 
of OLBROT in the operation of a tavern at 139th and Western, 
Posen, Illinois. The business relationship lasted about one 
and a half years and ended on friendly terms. Although he 
maintained a business relationship with OLBROT he did not know 
him socially and could not provide any information regarding 
his associates or business activities outside of the tavern. 

He and OLBROT had nothing in common other than the operation of 
the tavern. During this period of time LARNER was living in 
Park Forest, Illinois, and on moving from that area to Highland 
Park, Illinois, he never had further occasion to associate with 
OLBROT. He could not provide any information regarding OLBROT's 
disappearance, 


At one time he was employed as the Manager of the 
"Crossroads Restaurant", 153rd and Cicero, Oak Forest, Illinois, 
which up until about five years ago was owned by his father 
(HYMAN LARNER). He declined to discuss his father in any regard. 


He is acquainted with THOMAS RUSSO, President of 
Apollo Vending, 1545 North Fairfield, Chicago. He is presently 
an officer of Apollo Vending, and does. the accounting work for 
that company. He does not know of any relationship between RUSSO 
and OLBROT although they may have known one another.
